Do CREEPY stories exceed 
the limits of good taste? 
This controversial Ques- 
tion was posed by Michael Oli- 
ver! in a lengthy missive pub- 
lished in our August issue. His 
letter generated so much re- 
sponse, that we are devoting 
our column this issue to that 
topic. The following are only a 
few of the many hundreds of 
thought-provoking letters re- 
ceived from our readers. 

Michael Oliveri's letter in 
the August issue was in- 
deed worthwhile and de- 
served more thought than you 
gave it. 

It'strue that so-called "real" 
literature does not usually 
put limits on the amount of 
trash it feeds the public. But 
I've always thought of Warren 
as something special. The use 
of pornography to make your 
stories real is not necessary. 
Offending someone's religion 
by using the Lord's name in 
vain does not make your sto- 
ries more true-to-life for your 
readers. And the use of too 
much gore doesn't, either. Any 
comic company can make you 
sick, it that is their goal. But 
Warren, and only Warren, can 
emotionally involve you in a 
horror story. 

Keep up the good work, but 
try to keep down the gore and 
pornography.

True, the handicapped have 
been stereotyped in a certain 
way and there should be more 
anti-stereotyped handicaps 
portrayed as everyday peo- 
ple. But I see no harm in hav- 
ing a villain being disabled in 
some way. 

Although I disagree with 
Mr. Oliveri on this single 
point. I respect him for having 
spoken out. I hate it when 
people let someone else do 
their thinking for them. When 
that happens, censorship fol- 
lows . . . simply because some- 
one is too lazy to think for 
himself, or stand up for what 
he believes in. 




If Michael Oliveri considers 
it within his religious realms 
to say "bitch," "bastard." 
"damn," or "hell," what, may I 
ask, in the Good-Lord's-Name 
(no offense intended, Mike) 
do you have against "Per 
Chnssake?"

I'm all for beau- 
tiful, arty naked women, but 
only to further the storyline. 
Unfortunately, too many sto- 
ries are hacked out with nude 
women thrown in to titillate. 
Physical violence (in all its 
graphic detail) is tossed in to 
nauseate. 

Violence, for the most part, 
need rarely be depicted. Its 
suggestion is enough, because 
the mind is its own best art- 
ist. 

I think that CREEPY is 
headed backon the right track, 
though. From a short year 
ago. when I looked forward to 
nothing, I now find myself 
awaiting at least a color Cor- 
ben story, and possibly some- 
thing by Wrightson. That's 
two out of six.

I assume that any- 
one buying a horror-theme 
comic in the first place is in 
an odd position to complain 
about the magazine being 
horrible.

I think Mr. Oliveri has over- 
looked the magic-escape func- 
tion of the magazine. It's only 
a magazine! We want to read 
CREEPY to escape a world 
that has more subtle and 
present horrors. If that were 
not enough, the quality of the 
artwork is so outstanding as 
to elevate the reaction. Fer- 
nando Fernandez' axe-wield- 
ing maniac is a delight in black 
and white composition, and 
certainly less horrible than a 
flesh and blood maniac, sim- 
ply because of the genius put 
into the frame by the artist! 

More horrible, more realis- 
tic terrors were | 
Francisco Goya! 
then turn his can' 
wall? 
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I suppose I'm writing be- 
cause, as a child I used to 
read horror comics. Then 
along came the do-gooders 
implying homosexual rela- 
tionships between super-he- 
roes, and the effects of scary 
stories on growing children. 
And we lost, for a while, a real- 
ly interesting and important 
media. So when I hear some- 
one who wishes to okay hor- 
ror to the extent that they 
aren't shocked, it's not only a 
paradox (horror involves 
shock) but somehow a threat! 

Consider the bland quality 
of most American television 
programs, which strive to re- 
main non-offensive to every- 
one! 

Anyway, I am impressed 
with the really superior qual- 
ity of your artists, and found 
the storylines generally tight 
and effective, especially

I might add that humor is 
an effective counterpoint to 
horror, each heightening the 
effect ot the other. I teach 
creative writing I wouldn't be 
ashamed to recommend your 
magazine to students trying 
to write a good, tight story.

I do not believe in censor- 
ship Yet sometimes society 
feels compelled to use it as a 
last resort when material with 
completely negative values 
becomes detrimental to so- 
cial welfare, (i.e.: The corre- 
lation between television vio- 
lence and juvenile crime.) 
Excesses often breed still 
further excesses until many 
people feel a halt must be 
called. 

What killed EC comics was 
their treating, in some cases, 
of the immoral as though if 
were moral. EC used as its 
justification, the excuse that 
it was portraying the real 
world: that things do not al- 
ways end happily, nor does 
justice always prevail. But it 
was a shoddy defense. 

The Warren magazines, 
however, are to be commend- 
ed, in the mam, for not pub- 
lishing this sort of trash. 
Ghosts, goblins, vampires, 
headless horsemen, etc., 3re 
fantasy creations. They may, 
with a thin thread of justice 
running through the plots, be 
treatedas gothic horror Ho- 
mocidal maniacs, on the other 
hand, are characterizations 
from life, and should have a 
moral raison d'etre. 

We all know that people are 
beaten, raped, strangled, dis- 
membered, murdered, etc., 
and that the criminals some- 
times escape punishment. 
But of what value is a story 
in which such a pervert is al- 
lowed to escape his just de- 
serts? And what effect does 
it have on an impressionable 
ten or twelve year old when 
he reads that crime seeming- 
ly pays? 

Keep the gothic horror. Mr. 
Warren, but. please use dis-

Once again, the readers of 
illustrated story magazines 
must endure the indignant 
ranting of a moralistic zeal- 
ot. His letter fairly reeks of 
religious indoctrination, nar- 
rowminded condescension 
toward the attitudes of others, 
and puerile sentimentality. 
As far as he is concerned, the 
only possibility is that his 
point of view is right! 

"Do not," says the zealot, 
"view the world as it is! In- 
stead, view it as I want it to 
be! Do not remind me of the 
'real' reality as I drift in my 
artificial one: because, it you 
do, you are sick!" 

The zealot creates his own 
limited world with its own 
standard of right and wrong, 
good and bad. suitability and 
unsuitability, with little ref- 
erence to the "real world."

The illustrated story is a 
mode of communication which 
contains literature, whose 
subject matter should be all 
of the manifestations of man. 
There is no conclusive evi- 
dence, derived from scientific 
investigation, that indicates 
certain story themes harm 
the minds of the healthy. 

The unfounded attempts 
of certain individuals to sin- 
gle out the illustrated story 
and limit the subject matter 
available to it must be of no 
consequence To allow these 
individuals to impose their 

Eersonal standards of suita- 
ility on this medium of com- 
munication amounts to a rape 
of the freedom of thought and 
of the press. 

To be worthy of reading, 
these illustrated stories must 
be powerful enough to offend 
someone. If they were so di- 
luted as to insure no offense, 
even to a person of the most 
sensitive nature, they would 
have little to offer beyond 
their bland inoffensiveness. 

As a man of thirty-five years 
educated with experience at 
the Ph.D. level, a teacher in 
college and high school for 
ten years, 1 know my mind is 
capable of deciding what 1 
want to see or read. I neither 
need nor want the guidance 
or protection which the zeal- 
ots are ever willing to provide. 

Illustrated story magazines 
are an interesting alternative 
in the adventure of life. Please 
do not limit your artists or 
writers. Produce the best ma- 
terial you can. The Warren 
magazines are the most beau- 
tiful of their kind available 
today.
